Lady Plymouth. (Graveolens fol. var.) The 
variegated rose; variegated green and white, 
with a golden tinged foliage. Unique and at- 
tractive as a pot plant. 

Lemon. (P. graveolens.) Small, glossy green 
leaves; delightful lemon scent.
